In the past 100 years there have 
been exceptionally wet seasons and 
exceptionally dry seasons, also ex- 
ceptionally cool summers, and excep- 
ijtionally warm summers. .. Early in 
‘the 19th century there were several 
lexceedingly cool years in Eastern 
Canada and the United States, not- 
ably 1812, 1815 and 1816, and 1812 and 
1816 were known as years without a 


mmer. 

! While the rainfall from April Ist 
to late in June was in excess of the 
rainfall of the corresponding period 
in any year since records have been 
kept in Toronto, there are three May- 
faly periods and five July-August pe- 
riods when the rainfall was consider- 
ably greater than it was in April, 
May and June. 

The excessive rain was only in On- 
tario and western Quebec. In east- 
ern Quebec and the Maritime 
\vinces the fall was about an average, 
‘while in. Newfoundland the rainfall 
was comparatively light, and for two 
months the weather was. exception- 
ally fine and bright.
